22,244  BALES  OF  COTTON  DELIVERED  IN  SETTLEMENT  OF 
1942  MARCH  FUTURE  ON  NEW  YORK  AND  NEW  ORLEANS  COTTON  EXCHANGES 


According  to  reports  to  the  Commodity  Exchange  Branch,  22,244  bales 
•f  cotton  were  tendered  in  settlement  of  the  1942  March  future  on  the  New  York 
and  New  Orleans  Cotton  Exchanges.    These  tenders  represented  26.0  percent  of 
the  total  contracts  open  at  the  close  of  business  February  21,  1942,  the  busi- 
ness day  preceding  first  notice  day  for  the  March  future.     On  the  New  York 
Cotton  Exchange  there  were  16,147  bales  delivered  and  6,097  on  the  New  Orleans 
Cotton  Exchange.    Deliveries  on  the  New  York  and  New  Orleans  contracts  at 
Houston  amounted  to  15,108  bales  or  67»9  percent  of  the  total  and  at  Galveston 
6,943  bales  or  31.2  percent  of  the  total.    On  the  New  York  contract  only,  97 
bales  were  delivered  at  New  Orleans  and  96  bales  at  Charleston. 

Strict  Low  Middling  and  Low  Middling  were  the  principal  grades 
delivered  and  accounted  for  5,559  bales  or  25.0  percent  and  10,681  bales  or 

48.0  percent  of  the  total  tendered. 

Of  the  172  notices  of  delivery  issued  at  New  York,  57  notices  or 

33.1  percent  were  stopped  without  transfer;  35  notices  or  20.3  percent  were 
transferred  one  time;  44  or  25.6  percent,  two  times;  22  or  12.8  percent,  three 
times;  8  or  4.6  percent,  four  times.    Two  notices  each  were  transferred  five, 
six  and  seven  times.    In  Nevr  Orleans,  on  the  100-bale  contract,  42  notices  or 
66.7  percent  of  the  total  were  stopped  without  transfer  and  11  notices  or  17.5 
percent  were  transferred  one  time.    Four  notices  were  transferred  two  times, 

4  three  times  and  1  each  seven  and  eight  times. 

The  average  number  of  qualities  appearing  on  notices  issued  at  New 
York  was  4.6.    The  number  of  qualities  ranged  from  one  to  twenty-two.     On  a 
cumulative  basis  117  notices  or  68.0  percent  had  five  qualities  or  less  and 
160  notices  or  93.0  percent  had  ten  qualities  or  less.    Notices  issued  at  New 
Orleans  on  the  100-bale  contract  contained  one  to  twenty-one  qualities  and 
averaged  4.9  qualities  per  notice.     Out  of  63  notices  issued,  45  or  71.3  per- 
cent contained  five  qualities  or  less  and  56  or  88.8  percent  had  ten  qualities 
or  less.    Three  notices  issued  on  the  50-bale  contrrct  averaged  9  qualities  per 
notice . 

Comparison  of  certificated  stocks  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the 
delivery  period  indicated  a  net  decrease  of  5,096  bales  with  a  total  of  46,318 
bales  in  stock  on  March  23,  1942.
